That was assumed today in Lis­ 
bon on receipt of the 15-page opin­ 
ion of the appellate court holding 
that Kirk, a Republican, is entitl­ 
ed to the office despite his defeat 
last 
November 
because 
Robert 
Wheatley, incumbent 
Democratic 
engineer w-ho won the contest, was 
not eligible for the office when 
elected. 
Attorney H. L. McCarthy, repre­ 
senting Kirk, and Attorney W. O. 
Wallace.Wheatley’s representative, 
have two days in which to sign 
the journal entry necessary to reg­ 
ister the opinion. 
Court May File Entry 
The court so worded the decis­ 
ion 
that refusal 
of 
Wheatley’s 
counsel to sign the document will 
mean that the court itself can 
order the opinion filed, automatic­ 
ally seating Kirk Monday. 
In the event all parties concern 
ed sign the entry, then it will be 
taken to Warren for the signa­ 
tures of the appeals judges, J. W. 
Roberts, J. C. Nichols and W. N. 
Carter. They are holding court in 
Warren this week. 
Wheatley indicates he will seek 
appeal 
although 
he 
apparently 
must give up the office pending 
the outcome of any litigation he 
may initiate before the state su­ 
preme court. 
The opinion was received in the 
office of Clerk of Courts Carl 
Stacey, the opinion handing the 
office of engineer back to Kirk 
until his successor is qualified. 
Goes Into Detail 
The opinion of the court goes 
into detail in regard to all evi­ 
dence brought out in the quo wa: 
ranto proceedings, and the court 
stated that a letter offered in evi­ 
dence by Wheatley from Perry T. 
Ford, secretary of the bureau of 
registration of the highway de­ 
partment was never intended to be 
such a liscense as was required by 
law and never authorized or qual­ 
ified him to be a candidate either 
for nomination or election. 
Kirk, the opinion states, “Is en­ 
titled to prevail and judgment of 
ouster is rendered by this court 
against Robert Wheatley, and an 
order of induction into office in 
favor of Kirk." 
The question of salary, paid for 
the past eight months to Wheatley 
and now apparently Kirk's, has 
been shunted aside for the time 
being, pending settlement of the 
Journal issue, it was said.

Chinese Authorities Accept Blame For 
Firing Upon President Hoover And 
Offer Redress—Japanese Capture 
Woosung As Battles Continue 


By Tbs Associated Press 
SHANGHAI, Aug. 31.—Cholera broke out tonight in Shang­ 
hai's French concession, where most of the city's Americans 
live. 
The outbreak became known shortly before midnight, af­ 
ter a day in which United States authorities closed the port of 
Shanghai to all American ships except naval vessels, marooning 
for the time being some 2,000 Americans who have not been, 
evacuated from the zone of Shanghai Sino-Japanese war. 
Meanwhile an unidentified bomber attacked but did rtot 
damage to Italian operated steamer Lung Shan, filled with 
Chinese refugees, and Japanese foreea, on sea, air and land, 
opened an offensive 12 miles north of Shanghai which, they 
said, resulted in the capture of strategic Woosung, its railway 
station and its forts. 
French concession authorities took every measure to halt 
the spread of the cholera, deadly intestinal disease which year­ 
ly takes its toll of underfed Asiatics. 
United States authorities closed the port of Shanghai to all Amer­ 
ican ships while th* second air attack on a mercy ship In two daya 
increased the peril to civilian life at sea in Chinese waters. 
Italian Ship Bombed 
An air bomber of unknown identity power-dived and bombed tha 
Italian-operated steamer Lung Khan, a 2,278-ton liner thronged with 
Chinese refugees. It created mad panic but caused no damage.

We cer­ 
tainly want to keep out of war; we 
want to protect the live# of our 
national!. But tf we regard China, 
now being ruthlessly Invaded re­ 
gardless of diplomatic procedures,

That 
man is Henry Stimson, Secretary 
of State in Hoover’s cabinet. 
When Japan invaded Shanghai 
in 1931 as part of the conquest of 
Manchukuo, Mr. Stimson was so 
simple-minded as to believe that 
treaties mean what they any. H-. 
wanted the United States and the 
League of Nations to make a com­ 
mon demarche, and toy NO.

Mr. Stimson wa* right—and 
right in time From 1931 dates a 
whole series of treaty violations 
and undeclared wars, the end of 
which is not in sight. 
W hat has followed since 1931 Is 
perfectly logical; Ethiopia; Locar­ 
no; Spain; China. The world pic­

m anent war footing, and who have 
thrown to the winds recourse to 
any kind of international law and 
respect for all treaties.

Indifference To Slaughter Of Far Eastern 


Lives Brings Breakdown In World Morality

’ASHINGTON, 
Aug. 
31 — The 
civilized 
world 
haa 
looked 
upon 
the 
slaughter 
of 
innocent 
lives in the F ar East with a feel­ 
ing of helplessness. 
The policy of the United States 
government differs very little from 
the policy of the European nations 
—the policy, lf It can be called 
such, being to let the organized 
savagery go on, believing that all 
nations outside the F ar East had 
better keep themselves from be­ 
coming embroiled In the conflict. 
The man on the street In America 
echoes that sentim ent, saying in 
effect, “let’s mind our own busi­ 
ness and keep our own skins safe.” 
It I* precisely 
this superficial 
view of national security, this In­ 
difference 
to 
the 
suffering 
of 
others, this unwillingness to con­ 
sider persons of another country 
as entitled to the help or even 
sym pathy of fellow human beings 
which has brought a breakdown in 
world morality a* well aa the spirit 
of religion itself. 
It is the irony of fate that Chris­ 
tian missions, developed, as they 
were, on the theory that it wag a 
manifestation of the brotherhood 
of man to seek to carry the gospel 
to the Far East, should now see 
their missionaries themselves and 
their families bombed in hitherto 
safely segregated International set­ 
tlements supposedly protected by 
treaty rights. 
The feeling of helplessness that 
governments and 
peoples exhibit 
about doing anything to ald tbs In­ 
nocent people caught in the far 
eastern 
theater is no accidental 
development. It la the result of a 
series 
of 
indefersible 
steps 
in 
which 
the 
United 
States, Great 
Britain and France have each play­ 
ed a culpable part. 
T 
HE world today is merely reap­ 
ing the harvest of brutality 
which It aowed with the seeds of 
economic 
nationalism 
in 
the 
20 
years following the European war. 
From 
the beginning, the United 
State* discouraged any real form 
of International cooperation, refus­ 
ing to help build a world atructure 
for peace even as the League of 
Nation* was dealt a severe blow by 
It* own aponsors. Then cam e Poin­ 
care's nationalism in France, which 
forced the German people into the 
hands of Hitler. Finally, aa Japan 
reared her Imperialistic hand to 


grab Manchukuo, the international 
conscience had been dulled to such 
an extent that the heroic protest of 
Secretary Stimson brought only a 
feeble 
response 
in 
London 
and 
Europe generally. 
Today British interest* in the 
F ar East are menaced even more 
than those of any other country, 
for these Interests are larger than 
those of America or Fiance or any 
other power. 
If the world Is ready to accept 
passively the ruthless 
march of 
empire, the disregard of the nine- 
power treaty 
and all 
the other 
covenant* of the paet. then a mile­ 
stone has 
been 
reached. 
Treaty 
rights are gone. International law 
—that Is. w hat is left of It—is 
gone. N eutrality is gone. And all 
pretense of concern for the fate 
of our own citizens abroad or any 
other human beings is gone, too. 
The world 
then 
will have gone 
back thousand* of year* to the 
law of the Jungle—the era of the 
barbarian. 
Strangely enough, In the United 
States, where persons in high office 
prate of democracy and ideal* and 
compassion 
for 
the 
underprivel- 
eged. there has not been a single 
word uttered to help mobilize the 
moral forces of all civilized nations 
in proteat against the "undeclared" 
war on Innocent men, women and 
children. 
Technical 
excuse* 
In 
carefully chosen phrases are issued 
by officialdom to explain why there 
has been no “neutrality’’ proclama­ 
tion. The truth is the “neutrality” 
law* 
was 
a 
m istik 
and 
never 
should have handicapped the de­ 
partm ent of sta te or the President. 
Asiatic nations do not “declare” 
war— they make war on the instant 
and 
without 
notice. 
The 
United 
States has been selling war muni­ 
tions to Japan and China for near­ 
ly three years. Neutrality proclaim 
I ations now would do more harm 
than good and put us in the posi­ 
tion of taking sides.

Provision for such a census already is in the law 
covering the U. S. employment service. No one ap­ 
pears to be on record for a 
"voluntary" census 
except Mr. Roosevelt, since there are numerous 
reasons why such a count can be depended upon to 
be far from accurate. A genuine census of the unem ­ 
ployed. it Is conceded, would cost about $65,000,000. 
The census as authorized is so silly as to w arrant 
a wager th at the act providing it will be repealed or 
altered before the date on which it is scheduled to 
go into effect.

could have insisted on a suspen­ 
sion of hostilities till foreigners 
were withdrawn. Likewise, the eco­ 
nomic power of enough nations 
could have been exerted in concert 
so as to require that the steps out­ 
lined in the nine-power treaty be 
taken before there were any hos­ 
tilities. If treaties can be violated 
by Japan, 
and 
the rest of

world makes not even a verbal 
protest, It is a sign that Interna­ 
tional engagements of all kinds can 
be regarded as scraps of paper by 
any nation with impunity. The 
United States government has been 
pursuing a drifting, opportunistic 
policy and with it has vanished the 
moral leadership which one had 
the courage at least to speak on 
behalf of an outraged mankind its 
opinion of brutality and savagery. 
If the Japanese people some day 
were to learn that the American 
people and the British people and 
the French people looked as one 
on the bombing of innocent per­ 
sons as a act of barbarism, maybe 
the Japanese government would 
lend a bit more weight to its signa­ 
ture on treaties and begin to think 
seriously of what may be in store 
for a nation which forfeits the re­ 
spect of the civilized world.

COLUMBUS, 0„ Aug. 31—Nearly 
half a million hunters will 
blaze away at wild game in Ohio 
this season, the state conservation 
division estimated today, an in­ 
crease of at least IO percent over 
last fall and winter. 
The bombardment will start with 
the opening of the squirrel season 
Sept 25, five days earlier than 
last year. The season closes OcL 
15. The daily bag limit is four. 
Ohioans purchosed 450,357 hunt­ 
ing licenses last season, division 
figures showed, an increase of 20 
percent over the previous season. 
Non-residents bought 137 permits. 
More game and better business 
conditions were credited for the 
increases. 
Only minor changes have been 
made in hunting regulations and 
seasons by the conservation coun­ 
cil which was granted the author­ 
ity by the legislature. 
Iu addition to the squirrel sea­ 
son change, the council also decid 
ed that "running of dogs in tho 
fields and woods . . . is prohibited 
from 6 p. rn., Nov. I to Not. 15 in­ 
clusive during the hours from 7 
p. rn. to 7 a. rn., except dogs may 
be run at recognized field trials. 
The season from hunting water­ 
fowl extends from OcL 9 to Nov. 
7, on rabbits from Nov. 15 to Jan. 
I and on pheasants from Nov. 15 to 
Nov. 25. The bag limit on rabbits 
is five a day and on pheasants two 
a day. 
For the first time, hunters will 
be required this year to wear a 
free tag on their backs showing 
the

of

bunting 
license. Sunday bunting, use of 
ferrets and the sale or purchase of 
game birds and squirrels are pro­ 
hibited as In former years.

ASSORTED DEAD FISH 
DOT SHORELINE HERE 


Acid Emptying Into Streams 


Above Held Cause 


Dead fish of all sizes and species 
dotted the river and shoreline here 
today after mine drainage appar­ 
ently poisoned the tributaries of 
the Ohio. 
Pittsburgh reported dead 
fish 
lining 20-mile stretches of the Alle­ 
gheny and traced the pollution to 
a tributary, the Kiskiminetas, ap­ 
parently from sulphuric acid flows 
of mine holes.’ 
The fish will float by for days 
until higher water cleans out the 
Allegheny. Few dead catfish were 
seen. Most of the floats were 
chubs, carp, bass and suckers. A 
dead carp weighing at least seven 


pounds and about two feet la 
length was fished from the river 
near the East Liverpool Boat d ab 
anchorage. 
Officials cautioned against re­ 
moving the dead fish to take horn# 
for a meal. Tests in the Pittsburgh 
district showed the acid contents 
of the effected stream Jumped from 
normal of IO parts to 80 parts im 
a million. 
Emsworth workers removed too* 
of the fish from behind the dam. 
A week ago thousands of dead flab 
were reported on the shores of tha 
Allegheny at approximately th* 
same location as the present canal­ 
age. Acid from the Monongahela 
river mines was blamed for tha 
decimation In the Ohio in the upper 
stretch.

trouble, ju st as we were. It is 
their fate to su ffer certain ‘‘catch­ 
ing*’ or infectious diseases. Som e 
are worse than others, but m eas­ 
les is regarded as the m ost mild 
and trivial. It is true that, in itself, 
m easles is a mild disease, but it 
should never be accepted as unim­ 
portant. Not infrequently m easles 
leads to serious com plications. 
F or exam ple, pneum onia may fol­ 
low an attack of m easles, an ail­ 
m ent which is m ost common among 
children under five years of age. 
A t this tim e of life, pneumonia is 
particularly serious. On 
this 
ac­ 
count, every precaution should be 
taken to guard the m easles pat­ 
ient against com plications. 
T here is another m istaken idea 
about 
m easles. 
Y ears 
ago 
most 
m others believed that certain child- 
hood diseases were evils of child­ 
hood that could not be escaped. In­ 
deed. many a m other actually ex­ 
posed her child to the victim of 
some contagious 
disease, so that 
the child would “catch ” the ail­ 
m en t 
Dangerous Practice 
This was a dangerous practice. 
There is no such thing as “having 
to have” a childhood disease. The 
wise thing is to avoid such infec­ 
tions. 
In one child the a ttack of m eas­ 
les may be trivial. W hen "caught" 
from the sam e case, it may be un­ 
usually serious in another. Some 
children possess certain “immuni­ 
ties” or natural powers of resist­ 
ance against germ s. O thers do not 
possess this protection and, on tak­ 
ing the disease, run a disturbing 
and serious spell of illness. 
It is best to take every precau­ 
tion against having your youngster 
contract m easles or other contagi­ 
ous disease. A child who is known 
to be afflicted with an infectious 
disease should be kept away from 
the other children. T he m other or 
attendant should take every known 
precaution 
to 
prevent 
spreading 
the disease. 
Often the true nature of the dis­ 
ease is overlooked. 
In its early 
stages m easles closely resem bles a 
sim ple head cold. The eyes are red 
and the nose runs. T here may be 
a slight cough, w ith fever. 
T he disease is readily recognised 
a t about the fifth to seventh day 
when a ch aracteristic rash appears 
en th e skin. It Is seen first at the 
sides of the face, behind the ears 
and on the neck. T h is rash con­ 
firm s the diagnosis and indicates 
the need of careful attention.

Court Dies At 78; Bond 


Stand Gained Fame

COLUMBUS. O.. Aug. 31—Judge 
Thomas

Jones 
of 
the 
Ohio 
supreme court died today. He was 
78 years old and had been in fail­ 
ing health for several months. 
A resident of Jackson. O. when 
he was first elected to the court 
in 1914. 
He made his 
home in 
Columbus for many years. 
Judge Jones cam e to Ohio’s high­ 
est court, after serving 14 years on 
the fourth district court of appeals. 
He had continued actively on the 
suprem e 
court 
through 
the last 
decision day before the tribunal 
recessed for the summer, and par­ 
ticipated in its final decisions. 
The death of Judge Jones, a Re­ 
publican, paved the way for a Dem­ 
ocratic m ajority in the supreme 
court, Governor Davey being ex­ 
pected to m ake a m em ber of his 
own party to the vacancy. 
Famed For Bond Ruling 
Until the time of Judge Jones’ 
death, four Republicans and three 
Democrats w ere m em bers of the 
court. The other Republicans are 
Justices Edward S. Matthias. Ar­ 
thur H. Day and Roy Williams, 
while the Democratic mem bers are 
Chief Justice Carl V. Wevgandt, 
Charles B. Zimmerman and George 
S. Myers 
Judge Jones won distinction for 
his dissenting opinion, which event­ 
ually was supported by the m ajor­ 
ity. holding 
that 
special 
assess­ 
m ent bonds were a general oblig­ 
ation of a county. 
Bonds for a sew er district in 
Allen county were defaulted early 
in the depression, and the county 
disavowed liability for payment. 
The m ajority of the court ruled 
that the bonds were not a county 
obligation but Judge Jones’ vigor­ 
ous dissent became the basis fur 
granting a rehearing 
The court then reversed itself 
and 
held with Judge Jones. 
Its 
ruling subsequently was affirmed 
by the U. S. Supreme Court. 
Judge Jones also was one of the 
first high jurists to hold that the 
legislature was the sole Judge for 
the necessity of attacking to a new 
law an em ergency clause— making 
it effectively immediately instead 
of after a 90-day referendum per­ 
iod. 
Ohio U. Graduate 
When the issue was first raised 
about 15 years ago, he was in the 
minority in that view but the court 
held with him when the question 
arose in the most recent term. 
Born March 4, 1859, at Jefferson 
Furnace, near Oak Hill. Jackson 
county, Jones was educated in pub­ 
lic schools at Jackson and Ohio 
university. He was admitted to the 
bar In 1883 and first elected to the 
bench in 1900. 
He was appointed mayor of Jack ­ 
son to succeed Charles C. Jam es 
when the 
latter 
was 
appointed 
Ohio penitentiary warden. 
Judge Jones went bark to the 
circuit court of appeals in 1906 aud 
again in 1902. 
He was elected to 
the suprem e court two years later 
and re-elected In 1920, 1926 and 
1932. 
A Republican. Judge Jones was 
a brother of the late Ed Jones of 
Jackson, form er Republican state, 
chairman and once an unsuccess­ 
ful candidate for the gubernator­ 
ial nomination of his party. 
Survivors include the widow, the 
former Grace U. Hoyt of Athens, 
and four children, Thom as Hoyt 
Jones and Eben Hoyt Jones, Cleve­ 
land 
attorneys, 
Mrs. 
K atherine 
Jones Cockley and Mrs. Grace Hoyt 
Mosier, also of Cleveland.
